(AP)— Rampaging Congolese sol- 
diers killed 44 civilians in bitter 
street fighting at Luluahourg, the 
United Nations reported today.

a pro-Lumumbist 


The violence boiled over in the 


aftermath of last week's takeover 
of the capital of Kasai Province 
by Lumumbist troops from Stan- 
leyville. These troops pulled out 
two days a.qo and left the town 
in a ferment. ' 


Luluabourg, 400 miles east of 


Lcopoldville, was the scene of 
tribal clashes in the days just aft- 
er the Congo gained independence 
"iw.n Belgium last summer. 


The United Nations 
reported 


that after the battle Wednesday 
some 1,000 civilians sought U. Nj 
protection.' 


Luluabourg, 
though 
officially 


within the orbit of lhe Leopold- 
villc regime, is heavily populated 
by ardent tribal followers of the 
late Patrice Lumumba.

Kennedy said today the Defense 
Department has recommended an 
increase in conventional weapons 
strength. 


The President also told n news 


conference that (he administration 
has reached no decision on wheth- 
er there should be any stepnp in 
nuclear weapons capability.

3. The President announced he 


is urging Congress to restore to 
former President Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower 
the rank of five-star 


general. Kennedy called this ap- 
propriate because of Eisenhow- 
er's 
outstanding military record 


and his long public service to the 
country in peace and war. 


Eisenhower resigned from the 


rank in order to run for president 
in 1952. 


4. Kennedy said he had today 


signed an executive order creat- 
ing a Peace Corps 
of Young 


Americans who will serve abroad 
in providing aid to underdevel- 
oped nations. The corps will op- 
erate at first on a pilot basis, 
Kennedy said, but he also is ask- 
ing Congress to enact legislation 
which would make the corps a 
permanent operation. 


In response to questions, Ken- 


nedy said he shortly hopes to is- 
sue an executive order designed 
to "strengthen employment oppor- 
tunities in and out of govern- 
ment."
